KANSAS CITY, Mo.—(Associated Press)—Nine 
persons 


dead, between 75 and 100 injured, several probably fatally, and 
property damage estimated at hundreds of thousands of dollars, 
is the toll of the tornado and wind storms -which swept parts of 
Oklahoma, Kansas, Texas, Missouri and Illinois late yesterday .and 
last night. 


Eight persons were killed and more than seventy injured at 


Shawnee. Ok!a., where two hun- 
dred homes in the best residential 
section were destroyed. Four hun* 
dred students in a high school there 
narrowly escaped death or serious 
injury when they were dismissed 
only a few" minutes before the build- 
ing was demolished.

Prosperity is a more severe test of 


character than lack of means.

was Solomon who said: "Give me 
neither poverty nor liches; feed me 
with food convenient for me: Lest I 
be full, and deny thee. and say. Who 
Is the Lord? or lest I be poor, and 
steal, and take the name of my God 
in vain." And yet. in his own house- 
hold, he dared to risk the penalties 
against which he so wisely warned; 
and they were visited on both him- 
self and bis children. 


There are innumerable instances 


where one educated in what has been 
described as "the College of Hard 
Knocks" has confessed his Indebted- 
ness to the hardships through which 
he passed, hut few, if any, hav§ 
ever been 
thankful 
for affluence 


in youth=; those 
so 
unfortunately 


situated as to have been born rich 
have usually congratulated 
them- 


selves that they survived as one con- 
gratulates himself upon surviving 
an attack of smallpox. 


Those who are seeking for far- 


reaching remedies should not .over- 
look this problem—how can a rich 
father keep from his son the knowl- 
edge of a fortune in prospect 
and 


save him from 
the 
demoralization, 


that usually comes with great ex- 


attempts, the Christian's hope is cen- 
tered upon the only promise of a 
government that can endure, viz., the 
government of the Promised Mes- 
julah which Isaiah pictures as one of 
whose increase in peace and govern- 
ment there shall be no end; and that 
enduring government is to rest on 
justice and judgment forever more. 


It is inspiring to read how proph- 


et after prophet exhorted the people 
to noble deeds by holding up splen- 
did ideals ana enjoining obedience 
of God. And yet even the 
men of 


God, 
more potent than king, could 


not prevent frequent lapses and re- 
turns to the most shameful idolatry. 


Solomon, favored as few men have 


been in lineage, in fortunate circum- 
stances and in divine guidance, could 
not stand up against the gravitation 
of sin, and his son fell before the 
first attacks of Satan. 


Our lesson text gives us a snap- 


shot of a dissolute heir 
rattling 


around in a royal chair. 


When the people 
complained of 


burdensome taxes, "the king 
an- 


swered the people roughly, and for- 
sook the old men's counsel that they 
gave him." 


He had a smart lot of boon com- 


panions about him who encouraged 
his pride and impudence when older 
counsellors endeavored to impress up- 
on him the gravity of the situation.

pions." 


Possibly some of the people who
